The idea seems first 
rate. Reooranend that this be ref erred to PB R5 as something for their consultants 
to de velop flir t Eer . 

3* In regard to paragraph 12 we believe HSA-34 and USA -90 should each send 
.someone to GCBQ for this purpose. Tou will recall that objections by SEC in 1954 
1 nullified our plans to send our beat qualified man to OCHQ on this item. (Within 
, the past three weeks we have been advised that the difficulties have been resolved 
' to the satisfaction of SEC.) 
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
